Curzon is perhaps the last 
great political Squre who has 
taken for granted on order of 
society—crumbling even in his 
day—which had prevailed with- 
out substantial change since the 
18th century. He could thus 
afford to concentrate his formid- 
uble intellectual powers exclu- 
alvely upon imperial and foreign 
affolrs—a feat which even Sir 
Winston Churchill, despite every 
effort, could not entirely rival.

Indeed, in many ways Curzon 
appears as a throwback to the 
late 18th or carly 19th century, 
In some strange moenner ho 
seems to have bypassed the late 
Victorian era of the upper 
ig, public school reticence, so- 
cial conscience, and propricty of 
demeanour, 


When Curzon was trustrated 
he wept like a child. When he 
was triumphant, he frankly 
gloated. All his life he spoke tn 
{he orotund style of Chatham 
or Burke, but he never lost a 
marked provincial accent, 


The glittering rewards of 
honours and titles gave him 
unconctaled pleasure. 


“I send you a lot of news- 
paper cuttings about my sup- 
posed clevation to a Dukedom,” 
he writes to Lady Curzon.
